The Commissioners 
c o u r t of 
Brazos county took a step yesterday 
in the direction of contributing to 
the welfare of the people for whom 
they legislate, and one that charac­ 
terizes them as men of far-sighted­ 
ness and progressive spirit. 
It is not well for commerce to have 
any s h a c k l e * fa*tened upon it. 
Taritl dues, toll fee*, and all like 
hindrance* to trade divert traffic 
from its natural channels, and affect 
property value* to a degree far out 
of proportion to their seeming im ­ 
portance. 
A large trade from the 
Eastern portion of Burleson county 
naturally belongs to Bryan, 
lf it 
comes here, it increases the business 
of this town, builds 
up 
property 
values here, from which the county 
collects taxes; and 
besides 
these 
considerations, it i* tile duty of our 
court to take action looking to the 
welfare of our own people, w hen­ 
ever our interest* are in conflict with 
tile trade interest* of other counties. 
The court on yesterday made a con­ 
tract with T. R. Batt© leasing his 
ferry and ferry boat for the term of 
one year, and will make B atte’s ferry 
free to the public. 
The price paid by the county was 
s m a ll— only $20.00 a month, the 
county to employ the ferryman and 
run the ferry. The total cost to the 
county will be about 3600.00 a year. 
Commissioner Arrington will go to 
B atte’s Ferry and make arrange­ 
ments to open it up to free traffic, 
beginning next Monday. 
The result of this enterprise on the 
part of our court will be th a t lots of 
cotton that ha* heretofore gone to 
Brenham and other points will come 
to Bryan. 
With it will come busi­ 
ness of all kinds. 
Where a m an’s 
m arket is for his principal staple, 
there he will keep up various con­ 
nections of a business nature—there 
he and iii* employees will go, and 
such m arket will get th.- principal 
benefit of ti ie trade. 
The commissioners court are act­ 
ing in this m atter of unshackling 
B ryan’s trade Id a very business-like 
manner. 
They have already made 
a proposition to the stock company 
that owns the Pitts bridge, that will 
be acted upon by the stockholders 
of that company today. 
It is believ­ 
ed that the company will accept the 


OO u p tv s offer, although some of the 
stockholders contend that the price 
offered by the county is too low. 
Public sentim ent is generally iu sup­ 
port of the court, as it is generally 
believed th at the county’s offer is 
liberal enough. 
Many of the stock­ 
holders are themselves interested in 
the advantages that will come to the 
town from the removal of toll fees
